HOW HE READ THE CONSTITUTION. 


A Piensant L'ttle Episode inthe Senate Be- 
tween Chandler and the Democratic 
Senators—-Leavesthe Chamber. 


From the American Press Assocfition. 

WasHinciron, January 30.—Serator Chan- 
dler is on the eve of producing a_ heated dis- 
cassion in the senate, by means of his resolu- 
tion providing for an investigation of the re- 
centelection in Louisana, at which Warmonth 
the popular southern republican,$was so bade 
defeated. It was theught when the wily New 
Hampshire senator introduced his resolution 
that he was endeavoriug simply to add some- 
thing to the stock of republican cam- 
paign material, but since the election he 
hasbeen remarkably persistent in pressing it 
at all times He has had it considered in 
aniuformial manner, and on each occasion 
stirred up the Louisiana senators to hot-headed 
replies. Their earnestness has seemingly 
only added to Chandler’s eagerness for a revi- 
val of sectional disputes, and he gives notice 
that he will attempt to have his resolution 
taken up to-morrow foraction. If he succeeds 
he will find the southern senators ready for 
him. 

SENATOR DANIEL. TO SPEAK. 

It is understood that Mr. Daniel, of Virginia, 
has prepared an elaborate spéech, which, in 
addition to denying or defending the things 
com plained of by Chandler, will be an ex- 
haustive review of the doctrine of state’s 
rights from the standpoint of the people of 
the south. Senator Daniel has a great reputa- 
tion as an orator, and, owing to his ability in 
that direction, he was chosen to make the 
address in the house of representatives on the 
occasion of the unveiling of the Washington 
monument, His effert at that time was an 
eloquent and creditable one, although pro- 
longed to such great length as to cause many 
of his hearers to grow impatie nt. Mr. Daniel 
has not often participated in deébates since be- 
coming a senater, having made Sut one set 
speech, and that on the subject of the tariff. 

Billy Frowned. 

A copy of a leading southern newspaper 
found its way into the senate chamber today 
and created a lively sensation. 

Chandler, of New Hainpshire, was in the 
midst of a group of senators in the cloak room, 
ail talking loudly of the decided chaucge in the 
weather, when a paye approached Chandler 
with a folded newspaper and a hastily serib- 
ted note from the reportors gallery of the 
house. The note was glanced at. and then 
jlired into an adjacent spittoon and the paper 
stuffed into the senator’s overcoat poc Ket. 

CHANDLER READS THE CONSTITUTION. 

Beck, of Kentucky, and Gibson, of Louis- 
iana, smiled audibly when the slim form and 
dark chinchilla had departed. ‘They had evi- 
dently been posted. Laterin the day when 
the debate was growing encrusted with drowsy 
convention, Senator Chandler drew the ne We- 
paper in question from his desk, and leaning 
over his desk turned to the editorial page, 
began toread. Tho paper was 2 copy of the 
Atlanta Constrrution, and the article was 
from the pen of the brilliant editor, Grady, 
and it soon became evident from the grins on 
the faces of the democratic senators that some 
one had put up a job on Chanaler. On folding 
the newspaper preparatory to laying it away 
in his drawer, he raised his oyes anfl saw : 
do7ven amused senators staring at him. W here- 
upon he frowned deeply and left the chamber. 

it appears that he had sneeringly dared 
Grady to answer his ambrosial views on the 
negro question, and had receive xd an appropri- 
ate rejoinder. It was prefaced by the mild 
statement that the reply wasmade ‘through 
choice rather than necessity,’ for no self- 
respecting man is compelled to answer such 
an exquisite hypocrite.’’ He is charged Hatly 
with stealing the presidency, which seems 
reasonable to most minds, and also with being 
burdened with his ‘“‘flagrant crime and inef- 
fable shame,’’ whichis less so. It is: scareely 
a ‘retort gourteous,”’ but the democratic sen 
ators agree that it is a retort merited. 

PITVYING POOK BILLY. 

“Overlooking his bombastic resoive to make 
things hot for ‘defrauders’ in the south in a 
few days,”* said a well-known congressman, 
“Chandler's views on the negro question are 
so superficial that 1 can’t heip pitying him. 
Why, I nnderstand that he said that the 
whole thing is imaginary, because political 
equality does not involve social equality. Does 
he mean to say that to compel thousands of 
uneducated negro barbarians in the state of 
Mississippi to vote, and thereby elect a governor 
as black as Egyptian darkness, that that means 
nothing soc ially. That is apparently what 
Chandlor is a lriving at, and do you know what 
that would be? It would be anarchy, non- 
observance and contempt of laws, controlled 
and presided over bya man who, ‘twenty-five 
years ago, raised serious discussion as to 
whether “ belonged to the human family. 
Candidly, J am anxious for that man to begin 
his proposed discussion, in _— ‘rr to discover 
whether he is simply a fool or a more desigu- 
ing knave than I have given ‘him credit for.’’

There is no doubt of the aceu- 
racy of this. It was very generally belicved 
here tor the past ten days that he would ac- 
cept, and it is known that he discussed the 
matter with close friends as being settled in 
this way. He had frequently expressed in a 
confidential manner his desire to be in the 
treasury department to carry out some views 
he had, especially as to inducing England to 
agree to the remonctization of silver. He 
aiso had a desire to show his administrative 
ability. The first of this week it was felt by 
his near friends, and@here was good authority 
for saying that he would accept, Bat when 
he returned from Indianapolis his fellow re- 
publicans united in begging him not to leave 
the senate and not to throw aside his chances 
for the presidency in 18%, 
HE DECIDES TO DECLINE. 

Only two republican senators have at any 
time advised him to accept. All the others, 
especially the stronger men, protested against 
it, and after his return labored with him con 
Stantly to decline, and today he decided to 
follow their advice, and by tomorrow’s mail 
General Harrison will have the letter of posi- 
tive declination, and it is felt that the senator 
cannot again be induced to waver in his reso- 
lution. 

It may now be accepted as true that lowa 
will have no member of the cabinet. Mr. 
Clarkson has been known to have been out of 
the question for several weeks, by his own 
wish, and his name has been the only one from 
lows really discussed besides Mr. Allison's.

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 
ACCORDING TO THE Medical News of Jan- 
uary 26th, there are two kinds of death, somatic 
and cellular, and both must occur before a man is 
completely dead. When the former takes place 
withoutthe latter there is a chance of reviving the 
patient. A man has been resuscitated after remain- 
ing baif an hour at the bottom ofastream. A man 
who died from Indian hemp poisoning was recalled 
to life after many bours’ bard and apparently bope- 
less work. These cases of resuscitation oceurred in 
warm weather or in a warm room where cellular 
life might reasonably be expected to continue some 
time after somatic death. The inference is that 
many deaths occur that might be prevented by extra 
work on the part of the physicians. An interesting 
question comes up in this connection: Does the 
soul leave the body when somatic.death takes 
place, or after cellular death? Does it return afier 
resuscitation, or does a ran in that case go through 
life without a soul?

General Harrison Expresses Himself as 
Pleased With His Visitorsa—-A Joke of the 
President-Elect. 

INDIANAPOLIS, February 1,—A committee of 
colored men from Virginia and Maryland 
waited upon the president-elect this afternoon 
inthe interest of General Mahone for a cabinet 
place. The delegation comprised Hon. A. W. 
ftiarrisand W. W. Evans, members of the 
house of delegates of Virginia; J. C. Asbury, 
commonwealth attorney for Norfolk county 
the only colored prosecuting attorney in the 
United States; R.G. L. Page, ex-assistant 
postmaster of Norfolk; Rev. William Miller, 
tobert Scott, Jr., of Virginia, and J. W. 
Adains, of Baltimore. 

This committee was appointed at the same 
Washington meeting that named the commit- 
tee of white Virginians that visited the 
presdent-elect a couple of weeks ago to present 
Mahone’sname. Mr. Harris acted as spokes- 
man and presented General Harrison with a 
meesnorial setting forth what Mahone had ac- 
complished for his party in Virginia, irre- 
spective of color. Mr. Adams also presented 
an enscrolled address from the Southern Re- 
publican association of Maryland, the largest 
and wealthiest colored republic an organization 
in the country. It was signed by 250 of the 
nost prominent colored men of Maryland, and 
strongly recommended Mahone to the con- 
sideration of the president-elect. 

PLEASED WITH HIS VISITORS. 

Gieneral Harrison gave the committee a 
cordial reception andspent half an hour tn 
conversation with them. In speaking of their 
visit later fo a gentleman, the general men- 
tioned the great intelligence of his visitors, 
their broad political views and fipe conver- 
sational powers. They told him they did not 
come in the capacity of colored men, but asa 
committee of republicans, representing large 
republican constituencies. As colored men, 
they asked nothing; the color line was buricd 
With them and with their people; they pre- 
sented Mahone’s name as a man who had built 
up and maintained the orly republican organ- 
ization they ever had in Virginia. 

They returned from General Harrison’s 
greatly gratified with the reception. They 
said the “president- -elect had many good words 
for Mahone and his views on southern matters, 
so far as he expressed himself met their hearty 
approbation. They did not claim thateGen- 
eral Harrison gave them any encouragement 
that ex-Senator Mahone would be a member 
of his cabinet.

RUNOVER ANDHORRIBLY MANGLED 
BY AG,.F. THAIN LAST NIGHT. 


UNDER THE JONES AVENUE BRIDGE.

te Lives for Over an Hour After He is Hurt—An 
Inqnest is Held, and the Jury Attiibute Mis 
Death to Iiis Own Carelessness~—A Case of 
Remarkabie Vitality. 


Lee Jones, a negro, was run over and killed 
by a car on the Georgia Pacific road last night 
between 7:50 and 8 o'clock. 

About five minutes after he was hurt he 
was found lying on tle track, both legs cut 
off, both arms broken and one cut into strips, 
the left check cut off, and the skull and ribs 
broken in a dozen different places. | 

The man was alive and conecious 
when found. He was lying across the track, 
his head resting against the inside of one rail 
and his legs over the other rail. 

This was almost directly under the Jones 
avenue bridge, a block from the Simpson 


street crossing. 
A mattress was at once procured, the negro 
placed upon it and Dr, Loy telephoned for. 
The darky had not spoken until Dr. Rey 


arrived. 

‘‘How. did it happen?” asked the doctor. 

‘Turn me over,’’ moaned the negro, “For 
Giod’s sake, turn me over.” 

“On which side?” 

“On my right side.” 

His position was chanced but he was not 
turned over. 

“Turn me over,” he oe. in a dazed 
fashion; ‘‘turn me over and I'll tell you.” 

He was turned over but never spoke another 
word. 

Dr. Avary was notified and an inquest was 
held. 

Thé train thathad just gone out over the 
track where Jones was found was the second 
section of Georgia Pacific freight No, 68, and 
jeft at 7:50. 

Lee Jones is the negro that 
left hot ashes in the wooden box and 
caused the fire over Price's shoe store five or 
six days ago. 

Last night just a few minutes before 8 o’clock 
he told some darkies that he had paid a 
negro train hand on the twenty section $1.50 to 
let him ride to Birmingham, and that he was 
going to Birmingham to get away trom the 
police here. 

Fifteen had 
over. 

The negro’s living «as Jong as he did, 
mang'ed ont of all shape, both legs and both 
arms gone, and skall and ribs broken, is some- 
thing wonderful. ‘The right leg was off at the 
thigh, the other below the knee. The flesh 
had been stripped from the bone of the right 
arm and mated over and over until it was 
twisted like a rope, while the bone from 
shoulder to shoulder to wrist was as bare as if 
it had been seraped. 

There was no evidence to show whether the 
pegro was knocked off by the bridge or was 
hurt while trying to get on the train. 

This is the verdict:

Willingham was hurt Wednesday evening 
and = died Thursday evening.

This isnear Thouwasvyilie (colored) church, 
near Constitution, nearly on the line between 
Fulton and DeKalb, and five miles from 
Atlanta. 

The circumstances, as given by the inquest 
are these: 

Vednesday afternoon late the two boys be- 
gan quarreling, and after one blow was ex- 
changed, Willingham struck Turner in the 
head with a rock, knocking him down. 

Turner got up and opened a rusty old bar- 
low, with a blade about three inches long and 
as sharp as a razor, 

He made two thrusts, the first at Willing- 
ham’s throat. This made a mere scratch just 
under the arm. The nextstab was at the stom- 
ach, and this was the fatal one. The gash 
Was about two and a half inches long and two 
inches deep. : 

Willingham fell to the ground, and Turner 
ran off towards his home near by.

He began by saving that, in his opiniow, Poe 
was tho greatest American poet, living or 
dead. He had neither the time nor the incti- 


tails of the life of this truly wonderful man. 
His work made the most remantic chapter 
in the history of American literature. He re- 
ferred to the biographical “mud” which Rufus 
Wilmot Garrison, Poe's first biographer, and 
his imitators, had thrown upon the memory of 


the poet. 

The date and place of Poe’s birth were stil! 
matters of crave disputation among some per- 
pons, but according to the poet’s own state- 
ment he was born in Boston in 1809, and of 
this he was heartily ashamed, but in no wise 
personally. responsible. ([(Laughter.}  Gris- 
maki had stated that this account of his birth 
by l’oe was a hoax - but later investigation has 
established its truth. 

it was undoubtedly a fact then that Poe was 
born in Boston in 1809, while his mother and 
father, who were stage people were playing au 
engagoment in that city before the staid de- 
scendants of the Puritans. 

Although Poe first saw the light in Boston, 
he always claimed to be a southern poet. ft 
was unquestionably trae that Poe was of 
southern lineage. His father was a distin- 
guished lawyer of Baltimore. He fell in love 
with an English actress of distinction named 
Elizabeth. Despite the opposition of his 
fauiily tie and relatives, he married her and 
wax cut off from all intercourse with his near- 
est connections on account of what they 
were pleased to. term a misalliance, 

When Poe was but three years of age his 
mother died disease, and his father was 
borned to death at the burning of the Kich- 
mond theater in ISL]. 

He touched upon Poe’s admission to the 
university of Virginia at the age of seventeen. 
He was at once recognized by his instructors 
as a boy of brainand brawn. During his brief, 
but brilliant stay at the university, he readily 
outstripped his fellows and took the prizes. 
He afterwards went to West Point, where his 
record was brilliant—but be had a pronounced 
distaste to military drill and for that reason 
he was given a furlough for an indetinite time. 

D1. Seott discussed Poe as an ;author giving 
a fine analysis of him under the heads of 
remancist, critic and poet. 

In the Manuscript Found ina Battle, the, 
fiold Bug, the Murder of the Kue Morgue 
and. a other stories he founded a 
new school of fiction. Some claimed that he 
had copied Godwin and: Hawthorne. Not so. 
At their best they were not his equal. A 
writer in Lippincott’s says he was not a 
critic — but the London Quarterly Review pro- 
nounced him the most potential critic of all 
the ages. 

“We need some critic like him these days, 
ln which we bave such nastiness as the Quick 
or the Dead for breakfast, such sentimental 
bosh as Ben liur for dinner, and such nonsen- 
sical twaddie as Robert Eismere, the 
Jlast | read fer supper.”’ {Laughter and ap- 
parse. | | 

As a poet this continent has not had his 
equal since Milton or Shakspeare. 

The grandest poem of modern 
was Poe’s Raven. The central idea 
poem is as old as the ages, It is this: 
man die shall he live again ?’’ 

‘I take great pleasure in introducing a gen- 
tlemnan whocan render the Raven,”’ said Mr.
